POLICE ON GUARD 


AT PALMER HOME 


Hear by Letter of Plot Spoken 
to Destroy Lake Shore 
Drive Mansion with 
Dynamite. 


DETECTIVES IN SHADOWS. 


Residence Occupied Only by Serv- 
ants During Absence of 
the Mistress in 
East, 


YA 


A detachment of police last night guarded 
the Lake Shore drive residence of Mra. Pot- 
ter Palmer from a promised dynamite at- 
tack, . 

The precaution wae the result of an anony- 
mous letter received during the afternoon by 
Chief Shippy. The writer told of overhear- 
ing a plot spoken in. German by three men. 
He stated that he was not close enough to 
overhear the time set for the ‘‘ consummation 
for the conspiracy." 

Immediately following the receipt of the 
letter, which was mailed from a north side 
postal station and bore the date mark of 
Jan. 29, Chief Shippy detailed Detective Ser- 
geants Homer and Tearney to watch the resi- 
dence until midnight: Lieut. Halpin of the 
detective bureau was in charge. \ 


Police Hide in Bushes. 


Concealing themselves in the dense shrub- 
bery that surrounds the house, the de- 
tectives watched, scrutinizing every person 
that passed the residence. They took turns 
in patrolling the grounds. 

At midnight they were relieved by Police- 
man Conitz and Mee of the East Chicago 
avenue staiion. The two latter were in- 
structed to keep up the vigil until 8 o’clock 
this morning, when they in turn will be re- 
placed by other policemen in plain clothes. 
Two private watchmen that reguarly guard 
the house and grounds also kept close watch 
during the night. A regular police guard 
will be thrown around the house for several 
days and nights. 

Chief Shippy said last night that he would 
turn the letter over to a handwriting expert 
this morning in the hope of,tracing the 
A pecullar mark on the corner of 
the envelope the chief also expects may 
lead to disclosing the identity of the writer. 
He thinks it possibly is a hoax. 


Honore Says Work of Crank. 


Mrs. Palmer, it was stated by members of 
her house, is in New York, where she went 
to attend the Gladys Vanderbilt wedding. 
Other members of the family were inclined 
to attribute the warning letter to the work 
of a crank. Judge Lockwood Honore, Mrs. 
‘Palmer's brother, who lives at 68 Cedar 
street, discussed the letter freely. 

I told Chief Shippy If was inclined to re- 
gard the letter as the work of some crank,” 
said Mr. Honore. “ There is no one at the 
Palmer home except the servants, and that 
any one should desire to blow up the resi- 
dence merely for the sake of destroying 
property does not seem reasonable I feel if 
the writer of the letter is found the mysterr 
will be cleared, and I suggested to Chief 
Shippy that he work along these lines.“ 

Anarchistie revenge for stopping the pa 
rade of the allied anarchists and never work- 
ers was the way in which Chief Shippy 
accounted for the alleged plot. The chief 
said that since last Thursday half a dozen 
wealthy Chicagoans had received threaten- 
ing letters predicting dynamite explosions 
and other disasters. When pressed for 
names of some of the recipients the chief re- 
fused to give them on the ground that he 
would be violating confidences imposed in 
him. 


Shippy Blames Anarchists. 


While all of the letters may be the work 
of harmless persons, Chief Shippy said he 
did not wish to take any chances because of 
the rumblings and mumblings of the follow- 
ers of the red flag, whoin meetings and other- 
wise laid the blame for their misery to the 
wealthier class. 

Up to a short time ago, while Mrs. Palmer 
was visiting in Europe, the mansion was oc- 
cupied by Honoré Palmer with his wife and 
child. The latter are now living in their 
Lincoln Park boulevard residence. Honoré 
Palmer could not be located last night, serv- 
ants saying that he and Mrs. Palmer were 
visiting friends on the south side. 


“Unemployed” Parader Scores Police. 


Fred S. Ettinger, magazine writer, who 
was acquitted yesterday by a jury in Judge 
Sadler’s court of disorderly conduct follow- 
ing his arrest last week in the parade of 
the unemployed severely criticised Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler. 

According to his story Schuettler came 
running up at the head of thirty plain clothes 
men, swinging his club and banging men 
over the head with it, while the detectives 
used their billies. The assistant chief's riot 
work on that occasion was commended by a 
good many citizens. Ettinger couldn’t re- 
strain his indignation after the trial and is 
going to write the story of his experience. 

Ettinger was married in the West Side 
hospital a little over a year ago If order that 
Miss Cora Holm might nurse him as his wife, 
he having been nearly electrocufed in a 
street car accident. 


„ GUARD PITCHED TO DEATH 


AS TRAIN ROUNDS A CURVE. 


Robert Scharle’s Neck Broken When He 
Hits Rail—Woman Injured When 
Skirt Catches in Gate. 


Losing his balance as his train swept 
a round a curve, Robert Scharile, a guard on 
the Metropolitan Elevated railway com- 
pany’s Douglas park branch line was thrown 
headiong through the gap mede by the 
spreading of the coaches and was instantly 
killed. His head struck on a rail and his 
neck was broken. 

The accident occurred near the Lawndale 
and Ogden avenues station yesterday after- 
noon. Scharle was 22 years old and lived 
at 268 West Twenty-fifthb street. 

Mrs. H. E. Greenbaum, 5484 Prairie av- 
enue, had a narrow escape from death in the 
afternoon when she was caught in the gate 
of a north bound Douglas Park train and 
dragged along the elevated platform. 

Mrs. Greenbaum had stepped from the 
train at the Wabash avenue and Madison 
street station, when the gucrd closed the 
gate, catching her skirt. She suffered a 
fractured hip, and was taken to her home in 
an ambulance. Mrs. Greenbaum is 62 years 
old. 


REDUCED TO THE 
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RECEIVERS FOR MORSE LINES? 


Suits Begun Against $120,000, 
000 Steamer Concern. 


887,000,000 TIED IN BANKS. 


Sums in Suspended New York Insti- 
tutions Reach Huge Total. 


— 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 30. [Special. I- Pro- 
ceedings for a receivership of the Consoli- 
dated Steamship company, a $120,000,000 con- 
cern, were filed simultaneously in Boston, 
New York, and Portland, Me., today. 

The corporation, which was formed as a 
holding company and incorporated in Maine 
by Charles W. Morse, was the first step in 
his effort to consolidate all ef the-six coast- 
wise lines he had gained control! of under 
one company, and gain full power in all 
the traffic up and down the Atlantic sea- 
board. His failure was the result of the re- 
cent reverses the promoter has met in Wall 
street. 

The bill filed 10 Boston today includes two 
of these subsidiary concerns, the Eastern, a 
line running between Boston and New Eng- 
land ports, and the Metropolitan company, 
running steamers between this city and New 
York. The four other lines, the Ward line, 
the Clyde Steamship company, the Mallory 
Steamship company, and the New York and 
Porto Rico Steamship company, are not con- 
cerned in the present action. 


Asks for Injunctions Also. 

Wiliam A. Muller of Arlington, Mass., who 
filed the Boston petition for a receiver, also 
asked for injunctions restraining the officers, 
employés, or agents of the Eastern, Metro- 
politan, and Consolidated companies from in- 
terfering with the business of the corpora- 
tions and ordering that assets of the company 
be placed under supervision of the United 
States marshal until after the hearing of 
the receivership petition on Feb. 4. 

The financial condition of the Consolidated 
Steamship company began to attract atten- 
tion during the latter part of the summer, 
especially when it was learned that over 
$3,000,000 had been taken from the earnings 
of the six companies in order to pay for the 
Harvard and Yale. 

A month later came the crash in Wall 
street and the resignation of Mr. Morse from a 
number of financial institutions in New York. 


® Protective Committee Formed. 

The market price of the Consolidated 4 
per cent bonds declined rapidly, and in No- 
vember a protection committee was organ- 
ized with the following members: E. J. Ber- 
wind, president of the Berwind-White Coal 
company, H. R. Mallory, H. P. Booth, W. H. 
Granbery, A. W. Krech, all of New York: 
Galen Stone and Henry Hornblower of Bos- 
ton, and Gov. William T. Cobb of Rockland, 
Me. 

Through the efforts of this committee the 
former owners of the four New York lines, 
Ward, Clyde, Mallory, and New York and 
Porto Rico, offered to meet the current bills 
of these lines provided bonds of each were 
pooled. On Oct. 3 the floating indebtedness 
of the Consolidated Steamship company was 
comparatively small, but there were a num- 
ber of bills and installments on steamships in 
course of construction coming dub, notably 
$250,000 on Jan. 1, 1908, and $900,000 on Jan. 
1, 1909. 

The protection committee has been work- 
ing hard upon a plan of reorganization for 
the Consolidated Steamship company, and 
many of the bondholders have deposited their 
bonds in the Old Colony Trust company in 
this city and the Equitable Trust company 
of New York. 

$87,491,963 Tied Up in New York. 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—The three 
banks which failed this week make a total 
of nine inetitutions in the city whose funds 
are tied up. The total deposite in these con- 
cerns are $87,491,968, or about $22 for every 
resident of Greater New York. The list of 
suspended banks follows:

The number of depositors affected by the 
collapse of these nine banks and trust com- 
paniés ts 45,000. The Knickerbockér Trust 
<ompany alone has 17,000 depositors. 

The news that the New Amsterdam Nation- 
al and the Mechanics and Traders’ banks had 
gone into the charge of examiners today 


caused threatening runs on several of the 
smaller institutions. 

One of the institutions which bore the 
brunt of the attack was the Oriental bank 
at Broadway and John street. Although the | 
present management of this institution u in 
no way connected with the Morse interests. 
the bank was forced today to pay out thou- 
sands of dollars to depositors and also settle 
an account of $120,000 owing to the clearing 
house association. 

Owing to the rule recently adopted by the 
clearing house, the bank could not receive 
assistance from the clearing house asso- 
ciation nor was such aid requested. Presi- 
dent Kelly of the bank, however, was able 
to marsha! aid from individual banks within 
and outside the clearing house and had 
$1,000,000 cash placed at his disposal under 
certain conditions. 

Although 200 depositors still waited at the 
doors of the bank when it closed for the 
night, Mr. Kelly declared the directors had 
not decided to make use of the $1,000,000 
offer, and that he thought the bank could 
weather a renewal of the storm tomorrow 
without resorting to this aid. 


Bank’s Fate Hangs on Examination. 

Whether or not the Mechanics and Trad- 
ers’ bank will be put into the hands of a re- 
ceiver or will be permitted to resume. busi- 
ness will depend on the result of the exam- 
inations which will be oegun today by the 
state banking examiners. 

Rumors that a number of large loans to 
directors and friends of directors are out 
have been current for some time. Officers 
of the bank admitted today that there was 
one loan of $220,000 to E. R. Thomas, made 
before he was eliminated from the bank last 
October. There is another loan of $365,818 
to F. A. Heinze. 

In regard to the Thomas loan one of the 
officers at the bank said: 

„Mr. Thomas’ loan is secured by collateral 
that will pay it twice over. It is no way re- 
sponsſble for our trouble with the clearing 
house.“ 

National Bank Examiner Charles A, Hanna 
has been made temporary receiver of the 
New Amsterdam National bank. Officers of 
the bunk reiterated their assertions that the 
depositors would get dollar for dollar. Vice 
Prasident Hemerich declared that they had 
stroug hopes of being able to reopen the 


bank.

Quarters in School Buildings. 


Nonsecret clubs as a substitute for the 
fraternities are the latest in the line of 
school projects. Plans for them are being 
drawn by President Schneider of the board 
of education and Trustee R. A, White. 

The new organizations are to be sanctioned 
officially by the board, and it is hoped will 
be free from the clique features and the snob- 
bishness which are said to have character- 
ized the secret bodies. They will have club- 
rooms in the school buildings. Membership 
is to be open to all pupils.

None of the crowd could aid the police, 
all saying they never had seen the girl be- 
fore. 

It is believed the girl lived in the vicinity 
and went to the park unattended. 


300 OF BETHANY COLLEGE 
STUDENTS IN A REVOLT. 


Threaten to Quit if Those Charged with 
Burning President Ramblett in Ef- 
figy Are Not Reinstated. 


Bellaire, O., Jan. 30.—The entire student 
body at Bethany college, numbering nearly 
300, among them more than 100 from Ohio, 
will quit, it is said, unless the faculty re- 
cedes from its position in expelling fifteen- 
students for participation in the burning in 
effigy of President C. Ramblett ten days ago. 

The faculty sent six home the day after 
the burning. Two were later added to the 
number, and seven yesterday. 

Sixty-five students quit today and are try- 
ing hard to get all the students to join the 
insurrection before night. Of the thirty girls 
in the school twenty-five are among the num- 
ber that refused to go back to work today. 


LIQUOR WINS IN MICHIGAN. 


Constitutional Convention, by Vote 
of 55 to 39, Defeats Proposal 
for Prohibition. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic failed in the state 
constitutional convention this evening, when 
the delegates voted down a proposal! provid- 
ing for the obliteration of the liquor traffic 
in all towns having less than 500 population. 
The proposition also embraced a provision 
for local option in all cities and towns of 
more than 500, but it was unsatisfactory 
alike to the ultra-temperance advocates, 
who demanded sied length prohibition or 
nothing, and the liquor interest, which was 
seeking to prevent action of any kind. 

Debate on the proposition lasted four 
hours, and the vote by which it was lost 
stood 55 to 89, two delegates not voting. 

Prohibitionists will endeavor to obtain the 
submission of a separate amendment to the 
constitution by the next legislature, whether 
the new constitution is adopted or not. Fail- 
ing in that they will seek statutory prohi-

Deneen is preparing a report 
on the asylum situation which will not be 
complimentary to.at least one member of 
the board of charities. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, 
it is declared, has incurred the wrath of 
the governor because of some of his state- 
ments relating to the situation at several 
of the institutions. 

The report, it is said, will declare that 
Dr. Hirsch had more to do with the sup- 
‘pression of facts regarding the asylum situ- 
ation than did Gov. Deneen. if there actually 
was any suppression of facts. 

“Tt was the governor who installed the 
reporting system, and it was Dr. Hirsch who 
first learned of each and every one of the 
accidents which now have grown into such 

eat scandals,” said one of Gov. Deneen’s 
c friends. “If anybody suppressed these 
facte it was Dr. Hirsch. The only reports 
received by Gov. Deneen were the duplicates 
of those received by Dr. Hirsch.“

a dle institutions, and, it is declared, will 
_ gettle many of the rumors that have been 


circulated during the present upheaval of 


the state asylums.

Dr. Hoag defended the use of the cami- 
sole, or strait jacket, which also has been 
denounced as inhuman. He said it had been 
necessary to use these methods in order to 
properly care for the children at the insti- 
tution. 

Regarding tubercular cases, he aaid that 
there had been no effort at the asylum to 
even diagnose these cases of children who 
were suffering from consumption. At à pre- 
vious session of the committee it developed 
that there were many such cases at the in- 
stitution, owing to the fact that the great 
rooms in which so many of the children 
slept together were always closed and locked 
both at the doors and windows. 


Measles Epidemic Now Raging. 

During the earlier portion of the hearing it 
developed, through the examination of Dr. 
Harriet Hook, a woman physician at the 
asylum, that a serious epidemic of measles 
is raging at the inetitution. There now are 
thirty-five cases, and they have been appear- 
ing at the rate of five a day for the last week. 

Dr. Hook also was closely questioned re- 
garding the removal of organs from the 
bodies of children who died at the institution. 
Mr. Hill made every effort to learn the iden- 
tity of the children whose bodies had been cut 
up with a view of learning whether the con- 
sent of their parents had been secured. He 
met with little success in this line of ques- 
tioning, however. 

How complete are the records of autop- 
sies performed at the asylum?’’ said Mr. Hill. 

‘‘Fairly complete in the more important 
cases, replied the witness. 

„Do you remember the names of any of 
the inmates whose bodies were used for 
exhibition purposes?“ 

The witness could not or would not give any 
names. : 

What syetem was used in securing the 
permission of parents in cases where organs 
were desired?“ 

We generally wired to the parents saying 
that an autopsy was desirable.”’ 

Did you always await a reply from these 
messages? 

We generally did.“ was the reply. : 

“The parents didn’t know, however, that 
the organs were to be cut out and exhibited, 
did they?“ 

“No, I suppose not,” said Dr. Hook. It 
must be remembered that this was done in 
the interest of science and for no other rea- 
son.“ 


Remembers One Consent Given. 

At last, after many questions as to the 
names of inmates whose bodies had been 
thus used, Dr. Hook recalled one case of an 
autopsy where consent had been secured. 

“The mother of Lena Spaulding said she 
would be glad to have us examine the brain 
of her daughter in order to learn what was 
the matter with it.“ she said. 

She didn't know, however, that it would 
be exhibited as these organs are, did she?“ 
continued Mr. Manny. 

Dr. Hook seemed irritated by the con- 
tinued use of the word “exhibited” and 
answered the question sharply. She said 
she believed the mother did know what 
would be done with the brain. 

Dr. Hardt, superintendent of the asylum, 
was an interested spectator at the hearing. 
After hearing the harsh criticism of the 
food which he had served and is still serving 
to the children in his care, he Noduced a 
statement in denial. 

The statement, which was placed in the 
hands of Mr. Hill, purported to show he had 
served a more varied supply of food than 
had Dr. Taylor. It showed that 1,600 pounds 
of figs had been served, while no such item 

in Dr. Taylor’s accaunts. 
There also wis mention of large quantities 
of oranges, fish, and potatoes. 

More of these foods, Dr. Hardt declared, 
had been served under his administration 
than under the Taylor régime. 

A significant feature of the statement wag 
the fact that an annual expenditure of $8 
per inmate had been made for food in ex- 
cess of the cost under Dr. Taylor. Dr. Hardt 
cited this as proof of his statement he had 
improved both the quality and quantity of 
food served to the inmates.

DENOUNCES ‘UNWRITTEN LAW’ 
AS A MENACE TO THE NATION. 


Judge Cutting Tells Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Club Prevalence of Plea Is 
Cause for Apprehension. 


The prevalence of the “ unwritten law" 
plea in the criminal courts today. was cited 
as a cause for apprehension by Judge Charles 
S. Cutting at the annual banquet of the 
Paint, Oll, and Varnish club of Chicago 
last night at the Lexington hotel. . 

One of the gravest problems that is 
presented to society today is the growing 
prevalence of the so-called unwritten law,“ 
said Judge Cutting. “I mean by that that 
people who commit crime are not convicted 
under the law. ~~ : 

“I may cite, for example, that a man may 
shoot another in Madison Square garden, or 
any other place, for that matter, and his 
defense is to work upon the sympathy of 
the jury. 

“No law can be enforced unless public 
gentiment: demands its enforcement. We 
must realize the law is the mortar that holds 
togther the bricks in the wall of human 
sociéty. To make war on the lam is making 
war on our national existence.”

AUSTRIA ANGERS RUSSIANS. 


‘of Magellan. It has a population of 7,000. 
The passage through the strait has been re- 
garded as one of the most serious questions 
of the fleet’s long voyage. 

The strait offers many chances for an en- 
emy to destroy the vessels of any fleet by 
means of submarine mines. It is 370 miles 
long and varying in width from two and one- 
half to seventy miles, Its many islands and 
false channels make an irregular and dan- 
gerous passageway. It is regarded as one of 
the most crooked waterways in the world. 

Discovery of the Strait. 

Its discoverer was Fernando Magelhaeus, 
whose name was latinized into Magellan and 
from this it derives {ts name. Magelhaeus 
was born in 1470 and served a few years in 
the Portuguese navy. Then he entered the 
service of Spain, and by that country in 1519 
was placed in command of a squadron of five 
ships and sent on a voyage, the avowed pur- 
pose of which was to find a passage south of 
the American continent or through it to the 
Pacific ocean. After many difficulties he 
was successful, finding the strait and sailing 
his ships through it. 

Once on the Pacific, Magellan cruised ex- 
tensively, discovering the Philippines, which 
play no small part in the long cruise of the 
fleet under Admiral Evans. Magellan called 
the islands the Archipelago of St. Lazarus. 
The daring discoverer of this treacherous 
strip of water and the islands was killed ina 
fight with the natives of one of the Philip- 
pines and his ships returned home to Spain 
by way of the Cape of Good Hope in 1522. 


Coal Costs $22 a Ton. 

Punta Arenas is the only town of any 
size in that part of the world. It does a 
large business as a coaiing station and its 
methods of plundering are well known to 
mariners all over the world. Once a United 
States battleship was charged $22 a ton for 
coal there and its bill was $20,000. Im- 
mense quantities of provisions are brought 
there for supplying vesseis, and it is not be- 
lieved Admiral Evan will have any difficulty 
in replenishing his stores. 

The governor of the Magellans lives in 
Punta Arenas and he has a force of 400 
soldiers to maintain order. .They use their 
ewords freely, and shouid any of the jackies 
of Fighting Bob's fleet become involved 
in trouble with them, results may be serious. 
The Indian natives have a way of killmg 
white men if they can get them off to them- 
selves, but the boys in blue have been told 
of these traits, and will be prepared for 
emergencies when they go ashore. The 
ships, however, wili remain only long enough 
to take on the necessary supplies.

Conflict Impending Over Railroad Con- 
nections at Vienna, Salonika, 
and Athens.

ST. P ETERSBURG, Jan. A serious 
conflict appears to be impending between 
Russia and Austria-Hungary over the Aus- 
trian plans for the establishment of direct 
railroad connections between Vienna, Saloni- 
ka, and Athens, as announced a few days ago 
by Baron von Aehrenthal, the Austro-Hun- 
garian minister of foreign affairs, in his an- 
nual statement before the foreign affairs 
committee of the Hungarian delegation. This 
i@ regarded here as likely to upset the whole 
Balkan situation and rupture the concert of 
powers, on which the continuance of reform 
work in Macedonia depends. 

The Russian newspapers of all shades of 
opinion unite in expressing indignation at 
the action of Austria, which, they declare 
under the cover of the Muerzteg agreement, 
arranged a Turko-Greco-Austrian under- 
standing for the construction of a railroad to 
the manifest disadvantage of the Slav inter- 
ests in the Balkans. 

The foreign office today issued a com- 
munique through the offical news agency, 
which leaves no doubt that the government 
shares the opinion of the press and that it has 
no intention of submitting tamely to the 
execution of the Austro-Hungarian project. 


MAUD GONNE DENIED DIVORCE. 


Superior Court in France Rejects “Irish 
Joan of Arc’s’’ Plea, but Con- 
firms Separation. 


PARIS, Jan. 30.—The Superior court 
today rejected the appeal from the finding of 
the lower court brought by Mrs. McBride, 
better known as Maud Gonne, the “ Irish 
Joan of Arc,“ who sued her husband, Maj. 
McBride, for an absolute divorce on the 
ground of cruelty. The legal separation de- 
creed by the lower court was confirmed by 
the Superior court. The court held the 
marriage was contracted in Ireland, where 
divorce is granted only by virtue of an act 
of parliament, and that, therefore, it was 


powerless to grant Mrs. McBride more than 


a separation. .

THOMAS G. OTIS DIES IN WEST;

Pioneer Who Bought Prairie Land at 
What Is Now Kenwood Expires in 
California. 


Thomas G. Otis, one of Chicago’s pioneers,

Nothing to prove that the destructive fire 
of Tuesday night was of incendiary origin 
has been discovered in the investigation car- 
ried on by Fire Marshal Horan and Fire At- 
torney Frank J. Hogan. After the examina- 
tion of several witnesses yesterday Attor- 
ney Hogan expressed himself as still all at 
sea as to the origin of the fire.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
Delay in announcing the vote for president 
and other officers of the United Mine Work- 
ers was accounted for today when it was 
learned that there had been a great deal 
of ballot box stuffing, and that the tellers 
who are counting the vote have been com- 
pelled to throw out the votes of a number 
of locals. 

It is said that returns received at head- 
quarters showed that more votes had been 
cast by some locals than they had members, 
and that the aggregate fraudulent votes are 
in excess of 2,500. These frauds appear to 
have been perpetrated in favor of both can- 
didates. It is understood that about 160. 
000 legal votes were cast for president, and 
that Tom Lewis hus been elected by a de- 
cided majority. .

HUGHES ISLEADER 
OF ALL BUT TAFT. 


(Continued from frst page.)

te ond choices are taken up Hughes leads 
Taft by 500 votes, having received 41 per cent 
of the total, in addition to 26 per cent of the 
third choite. Also, as the previously noted 
ballots themselves show, Hughes is named 
for the second or third place most frequently 
upon ballote which have chosen Taft as their 
candidate for president. 

It so happens that there are over 700 bal- 
lote in the test written out for. Roosevelt 
himself in spite of hig letter of withdrawal. 
They show how hard it is to drive an idea 
out of the public mind when it is once firmly 
fixed there. These ballots, however, being 
for Roosevelt for first choice, are largely for 
Taft for second choice. If the Roosevelt 
idea were completely driven out of the heads 
of these 700 odd voters the result would in- 
evitably be to swell the Taft column far first 
choice and diminish it for second. Part of 
the addition would go to Hughes for firs’ 


for second choice. \ 


New York Favors Both. 

Even as they are, with Hughes having 12 
per cent of first choices, A per cent of sec- 
onds, and 26 per cent of thirds, it is inevitable 
that the people, as represented in this ballot 
at least, have settled upon a Taft and 
Hughes ticket as a combination represent- 
ing the two conservative grades of the 
Roosevelt cult. 

This community of interest between Taft 
and Hughes appears in New York state, as 
well as almost everywhere else. There, of 
course, the governor ran ahead, because he 
was in the hands of his neighbors. New 
York was the only large state in which the 
governor led Taft, and yet even there the 
secretary of war wan well treated. 

He had more votes for first choice from 
New York than all the other candidates put 
together several times over, but the sig- 
nificant thing is that, while Hughes in New 
York had just about three times as many 
Arat choice votes as Taft. the secretary of 
war received the benefit of an overwhelming 


vote for second choice, 80 that there was 
| comparatively little difference in the men- 


tions for first, second, and third choice, the 
total being 238 for Hughes and 204 for Taft. 


‘Votes Are Well Scattered. 


nig universality of the Hughes strength 
to which attention has been called is a 
feature which politicians cannot afford to 
negiect. Hughes becomes a strong second 
and third choice in Ohio, tunhing up figures 
far in excess of the total for any other candi- 
date, Foraker included. Wherever Taft has 
the larwe lead Hughes follows close behind 
him for second and third choice.

remainder of the American property bf Sir 
Frederick came to him through the com- 
modore’s elder brother, the fifth baronet— 
namely: Sir William Johnstone—by the lat- 
ter's marriage with Frances Pulteney, heir- 
ess of Daniel Pulteney, who owned vast 
estates on this side of the Atlantic.

Sir 
Frederick, who is childless, as well as his 
brother and heir, Col. George Johnstone, 
and, indeed, several other members of the 
Johnstone family, are claimants to the now 
dormant marquisate of Annandale, which on 
several .occasions during the nineteenth 
century formed the subject of proceedings 
before the committee of privileges of the 
house of lords.

The entire question turns upon the con- 
struction of the words heirs male in 
the patent of the earldom of Annandale. 
But until now the house of lords has in- 
variably decided against any revival of the 
Annandale peerage, either in favor of Sir 
Frederick Johnstone or of any other of the 
claimants. 

Sir Frederick is married to Laura, widow 
of the fourth earl of Wilton, who was by 
birth a member of the Russell family. He 
was one of the co-respondents of the cele- 
brated Mordaunt divorce case, the court ac- 
quitting the then prince of Wales of any 
guilt in the matter, but condemning Sir 
Frederick. Let me add in conclusion that 
the latter ts popularly regarded as responsi- 
ble for the king’s one time nickname of 


Tum Tum,“ which he applied one evening 


to the then prince of Wales at Marlborough 
house, when he—that is to say, Sir Fred- 
erick—was particularly the worse for wear; 
exhilarated enough, indeed, to familiarly pat 
his future monarch on the stomach with 
uncomplimentary remarks concerning its 
volume.

Pius X. is reorganizing the administration 
of the curia at Rome in a manner calculated 
to still further increase the authority and 
power of Cardinal Merry. del Val, which 
does not look as if there were any truth in 
the stories current of late on both sides of 
the Atlantic, according to which his former 
crack football and cricket player—the cardi- 
nal received his education in England--is 
on the eve of dismissal, or had forfeited the 
confidence and the good will of the pontiff. 

The reorganization is being made by a 
Motu Proprio of the holy father, which di- 
vides the department of the secretary of 
state into three great bureaus. The first 
of these is to deal purely with political and 
diplomatic questions, with Mgr. Scapinelli 
at its head. The second bureau has charge 
of ecclesiastical questions, especially abroad, 
in those countries which, unlike the United 
States, are no longer subject to the propa- 
ganda or ranked as missionary countries on 
the same level as China and Japan. It will 
be under the direction of Mgr. Benigni. The 
third bureau, under Mgr. Marini, is to have 
charge of the bestowal of e titles 
and of orders of knighthood. 

— 


The attributes of this third bureau have 
been until now part and parce! of the so- 
called department of the apostolic briefs, 
under the charge of the late Cardinal Mac- 
chi, and his death last year has enabled the 
inatitution of this much neéded reform. For 
partly through good nature, partly through 
indolence, and large:y through the inade- 
quate control of corrupt subordinates, ex- 
traordinary abuses existed in connection 
with the bestowal of titles and orders of 
knighthood, which in a number of instances 
were acquired by people whose character 
and antecedents were of a nature to sadly 
impair the prestige and value of these dis- 
tinctions. 


a dignitary of the church but also a man of 
the world, with an altogether cosmopolitan 
education, the son and the grandson of am- 
bassadors, and reared among diplomatic

What Happened at Seances. 


“The most important set of phenomene 
are those of automatic writing and talking. 
What do we find? We find the late Edmund 
Gurney, the late Richard Hodgson, and the 
late F. W. H. Myers, with others less known, 

purporting to communicate with 


us, with the express purpose of patently 


proving their identity by giving us cross 
correspondence between different mediums. 
‘We also find them answering specific ques- 
tions in a manner eristic of their 
known personalities, giving: evidence of 
knowledge appropriate to them.. 

Not easily or early do we make this aa- 
mission. In spite of long conversations with 
what purports to be the surviving intelli- 
gence of these friends and investigators we 
‘were by no means convinced of theiridentity 
by mere general conversation, even when it 
was of à friendly and intimate character, 
euch as in an ordinary case would be con- 
sidered amply sufficient id fication of 
friends speaking, say, through a telephone 
‘or typewriter. 

We required definite and crucial proof— 
proof difficult even to imagine, as well as 
dificult to supply. Ostensible communicators 
realize the need of such proof as fully as we 
do and have done their best to satisfy ra- 
tional demand. Some of us think they suc- 
ceeded. Others are still doubtful. 


New Human Faculty. 


Cross correspondence, that is the recep- 
tion, part of the message through one me- 
dium, part through another, neither portion 
separately being understood by either, is 
good evidence of one intelligence dominating 
both automatists. If the message lo charac- 
teristic of some particular dead person, and 
is received as such by people to whom ton 
was not intimetely known, then it is 
proof of the continued intellectual activity of 
that person. 

“If, further, we get from him the piece of 
literary criticism which was eminently his 
vein, which has not occurred to ordinary 
people, then I say the proof, already strik- 
ing, tends to become crucial. The phenome- 
non of automatic writing strikes some of us 
as if in direct line of the evolutloral ad- 
vance. It seems like the beginning of a new 
human faculty. First of all, the evidence 
led us to realize the truth of telepathy; that 
first chapter of the new. volume we set our- 
selves to explore. 

“I am going,” continued Sir Oliver, im- 
pressively, to assume im fact that our 
bodies under certain exceptional cir- 
cumstances be controlled directly. or be 
temporarily possessed, by another or foreign 
intelligence operating either on the whole 
or some limited part of it. . The question 
lying. behind such a hypothesis, and justify- 
ing it or negativing it, ie the root question of 
identity, the identity of control. Some con- 
trol undoubtedly exists, and it is not the 
normal coneciousneses of the persons owning 
the body. Every one who knows anything 
about matter is certain this question of 
identity ig a fundamental one. 


Proof Depends on Trifies. 


The controlling spirit proves its identity 
mainly by reproducing speech or writing 
facts which belong to his memory, not to the 
sutomatist’s memory. Proof of identity will 
usually depend on the memory as to trifies. 
The objection raised that communications too 
often relate to trivial subjects shows a lack 
of intelligence, or, at least, is due to a lack 
of thought on the part of the critic. Our ob- 
ject is to get, not something dignified, but 
something evidential. What evidence of per- 
sistent memory can be better than the recol- 
lection of trifling incidents which for some 
personal reason happen to have made per- 
manent impression? ” 

Sir Oliver elaborated at length his rea- 
eons for attaching importance to trifies in 
this connection, and in the course of his con- 
cluding statements said: 

Like excavators boring a tunnel from 
opposite ends amid the roar of water and 
other noises, we are beginning to hear now 
and again the strokes of the pickaxes of our 
comrades on the other side. The boundary 
between the present and future states stil} 
is substantial, but it is wearing thin in 
places.“ 

The society intends to publish full accounts 
of the tests to which Sir Oliver referred. 

It will be recalled that F. W. H. Meyers 
was a brilliant littérateur and leading mem- 
ber of the society, who died in 1901 shortly 
before the publication of his greatest work 
dealing with the survival of the human per- 
sonality after the bodily death. He expressed 
his intention to try after death the crucial 
experiment of exerting his own influence 
upon minds still incarnate.
